KANDAHAR, Afghanistan Afghans railed at 
American forces Monday as investigators 
combed through two villages where a U.S. 
Army sergeant is accused of having gone on 
a weekend rampage, killing i6 civilians. 

Men wept openly as they showed the bod- 
ies of their neighbors— and some of their 
neighbors’ children— on Monday In one 
truck, a toddler with a bloodstained face lay 
between the bodies of two men, while an- 
other held the charred remains of two more 
people. 

“One guy came in and pulled a boy from 
his sleep and he shot him in this doorway 
Then they came back inside the room and 
put a gun in the mouth of one child and 
stomped on another child,” one woman 
said. 

“This base told us to come back to our vil- 
lages,” another woman shouted. “They said. 


LOCATION SIGNIFICANT 

Kandahar is the birthplace of the Taliban, 
who were toppled by U.S.-backed Afghan 
forces in late 2001. Southern and eastern 
provinces have seen some of the fiercest 
fighting of the war. 


‘We won’t bother you, this is your land and 
this is your own village.’ Then those dogs 
come and grab us?” 

Some of the villagers said more than one 
soldier appeared to have been involved in 
the killings. But Gen. John Allen, the com- 
mander of NATO’s International Security 
Assistance Force, said investigators believe 
the suspect, a veteran of three previous tours 
of duty in Iraq, “acted as an individual.” 

The dead included four men, three wom- 
en and nine children, Afghan officials re- 
ported. 


The suspect was based at a combat out- 
post near the villages. His motive remained 
unknown Monday He invoked his right to 
remain silent after turning himself in to his 
comrades early Sunday, according to a senior 
Defense Department official, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity 

The official said the suspect was an infan- 
try sniper from Joint Base Lewis-McChord, 
outside Tacoma, Wash. He was diagnosed 
with a traumatic brain injury in 2010 after 
a vehicle rollover in Iraq, but found fit for 
duty after treatment, the official said. 

Other officials have identified the soldier 
as a staff sergeant in his mid-30s, with a wife 
and children and ii years of service in the 
Army In an interview on CNN’s “The Situ- 
ation Room,” Allen said the suspect’s medi- 
cal history would be part of the investiga- 
tion, which would be handled by American 
military authorities.

Anti-Americanism, which boiled over 
after copies of the Quran were inad- 
vertently burned at a NATO base last 
month, is likely to deepen after the Kan- 
dahar carnage. 

“The Americans said they will leave in 
2014. They should leave now so we can 
live in peace,” said Mohammad Fahim, 
19, a university student. “Even if the Tal- 
iban return to power, our elders can work 
things out with them. The Americans are 
disrespectful.” 

The civilian deaths also may force Af- 
ghan President Hamid Karzai to harden 
his stand in the partnership talks to ap- 
pease a public already critical of his gov- 
ernment’s performance. 

The partnership agreement, which 
Washington and Kabul have been dis- 
cussing for more than a year, will be the 
framework for U.S. involvement in Af- 
ghanistan after foreign combat troops 
leave at the end of 2014. 

Without a pact that keeps U.S. advis- 
ers or special forces here, there is a dan- 
ger that civil war could erupt again in 
Afghanistan because ill-trained Afghan 
forces would be unable to keep insurgents 
at bay 

The Kandahar violence came just days 
after the U.S. and Afghanistan signed a 
deal on the gradual transfer of a major 
U.S.-run detention center to Afghan au- 
thorities, overcoming one of the main 
sticking points in the partnership nego- 
tiations. 

“The Americans are not here to assist 
us; they are here to kill us,” said Najibul- 
lah, 33, a house painter in Kabul. 

“I hate the Americans and I hate any- 
one who loves them, so I hope there is 
no long-term partnership between our 
countries.” 

George Little, a spokesman for the Pen- 
tagon, said NATO’s course would contin- 
ue as it had before the attacks. 

“The reality is that our fundamental 
strategy is not changing. There has been 
a series of troubling incidents recently, 
but no one should think that we are steer- 
ing away from our partnership with the 
Afghan people, our partnership with Af- 
ghan National Security Forces, and our 
commitment to prosecute the war ef- 
fort,” he told reporters.

signs and paint on the 
areas near train doors 
are popular. 

Ihe site comes as the Cl'A is about half- 
way through its pledged timetable to power 
wash and remove graffiti at loo rail stations 
across the system. 

GrafRank culls photos posted on Flickr 
that arc tagged as "‘street art” and ‘‘graffiti.’^ 
llie site features artists who have made 
their mark on the city and a heat index of 
the popular places to tag, based on GPS data 
from the photos. 

Jake Dobkin, a New York vuriter, said he 
recently launched the tracker because he^s 
long been interested in street art and wanted 
to determined the trendy places to tag. 

As of Monday afternoon, Chicago was the 
sixth most popular city in the world for graf- 
fiti, according to his system, which he wants 
to expand to Instagram and pictures posted 
on'lwitter. 

In the meantime, the site shows that graffiti 
is a persistent problem on the CrA. llie agen- 
cy has said in the past it has spent about $4.3 
million annually to clean up graffiti and replace 
etched glass on vehicles and in facilities. 

In September, the C'l’A started sending 
“Renew Crews” to various stations to repaint 
surfaces and replace old signs. 'I'he goal of 
the $25 million program is to cleanse 100 rail 
stations in a year, the CTA said. 

The CTA is currently working on Blue Line 
stations, according to its Renew Crew Web 
page, transitchicagoxom/stationrenewal. 
Graffiti recently was removed at the Clark/ 
Lake station and at the Polk Street entrance at 
the Harrison Red Line stop, the CTA said.

If the warm weather and baseball spring training reports find you craving 
a juicy hot dog, a new billboard along the Eisenhower Expressway aims to 
shut that craving down. 

“Hot Dogs Cause Butt Cancer/’ blares the brand-new sign, visible west- 
bound between the Kostner and Cicero exits. 

It’s the latest in a series of anti-hot dog ads from the Physicians Com- 
mittee for Responsible Medicine. A billboard in Indianapolis read “Hot 
dogs can wreck your health/’ while a Miami ad announced “Hot dogs can 
take you out of the game.” Chicago got the “butt cancer” variation, the 
organization says, because “Illinois men have among the nation’s highest 
colorectal cancer rates.” 

And as for the blunt language? The group says it 'Vas prompted by a 
recent survey showing that a surprising number— 39 percent — of Ameri- 
cans do not know what the colon is.” 

The National Hot Dog and Sausage Council is not amused. The in- 
dustry group, part of the American Meat Institute, calls the billboards’ 
sponsor a “pseudo-medical animal rights group” and characterizes the 
billboard as a publicity stunt to attack “hot dog safety in an effort to ad-

vance their goal to create a vegan society” 

“Hot dogs are part of a healthy balanced diet,” American Meat Insti- 
tute president J. Patrick Boyle said. “They come in a variety of nutrition 
and taste formulas and they are an excellent source of protein, vitamins 
and minerals. This group’s claims are on a collision course with the facts.” 

According to the American Cancer Society however, the nitrates used 
to treat hot dogs have been linked to cancer in animal studies. 

“The evidence that consuming high amounts of red and processed 
meats increases the risk of colon and rectal cancers is considered convinc- 
ing,” said Marji McCullough, the society’s strategic director of nutritional 
epidemiology “The American Cancer Society recommends limiting in- 
take of red and processed meats in its guidelines on nutrition and cancer 
prevention.”

Invisible Children, which produced a hugely popular half- 
hour documentary about notorious African warlord Jo- 
seph Kony, released a new video Monday to try to address 
criticisms about the nonprofit organization, its approach 
and its goals. 

The group’s “KONY 2012” video had been viewed more 
than 74 million times on YouTube by Monday Invisible 
Children, which is based in San Diego, said it hopes the 
film and other efforts will make Kony a household name 
and drum up international support to halt killings, rapes, 
abuses and abductions committed by his group the Lord’s 
Resistance Army, or LRA, in central Africa. 

The 30 -minute video became a sensation thanks to 
thousands of posts on Facebook and Twitter, including 
those from celebrities such as Bono, Angelina Jolie,Jay-Z, 
Ryan Seacrest and Rihanna. 

But in dramatically introducing Kony to many for the 
first time, the video also spurred a flurry of questions 
about Invisible Children’s intentions, its transparency and 
whether the social-media frenzy was too little, too late. 

“I understand why a lot of people are wondering is this 
some slick, kind of fly-by-night, slacktivist thing, when ac- 
tually it’s not at all,” Invisible Children CEO Ben Keesey

The Bulls found themselves face to face 
with the NBA phenomenon known as Lin- 
sanity on Tuesday night when the N. Y. Knicks 
invaded the United Center. 

Linsanity aka point guard Jeremy Lin, has 
waned since its glory days about a month ago, 
but the Knicks remain a dangerous squad 
with Amar’e Stoudemire, Carmelo Anthony 
and Tyson Chandler— the same Chandler who 
used to be a Bull. 

“Well, Linsanity was Lincredible ...” Neil 
Funk said as he opened Comcast SportsNet’s 
coverage of the game, hinting at the waning 
effectiveness of Lin and the Knicks, who 
entered Monday night’s game losers of five 
straight. 

Even so, Stacey King mentioned “Linsan- 
ity” twice during his “difference makers” seg- 
ment-before the game even TIPPED OFF! 

So how big of an impact did Lin really 
make? Let’s go to the scoreboard. 


FIRST STRIKE 

Just two and a half minutes 
into the game, Lin went 
strong to the hoop on a 
drive for a layup that looked 
like one that Rose might 
complete.

A back-and-forth battle in 
the first half ended with the 
Knicks up 50-48, fueled in 
large part by a Lin scoring 
outburst. He scored six of 
the Knicks’ final nine points 
of the half. 


PICKPOCKET 

Early in the third period, 

Lin stole the ball from Rose 
and fed Anthony for a fast- 
break bucket that gives the 
Knicks a 57-54 lead. 

SNIPER 

Lin showed off his long- 
range touch with a 3-point- 
er with 5:15 left in the third 
that cut a five-point Bulls 
lead to two, just when it 
looked as if the Bulls might 
make a run to put the game 
away. 

AVERAGE JOE 

In the grand scheme of 
things, Lin was just average 
in the Bulls’ win, shooting 
4-of-11 from the field for 
15 points (six at the free- 
throw line). He even heard 
the “over-rated” chants 
from the crowd.

The Cubs

Next year is nearly 
upon us, and there’s 
already been a fair 
amount of hair pulling 
over the 2012 Cubs.

He should know; he’s 
done it before. 

There’s a game plan: If Bunt-a-Palooza 
has taught us anything, it’s that the Cubs 
have a clear idea what this team needs to 
work on: fundamentals. Since the Cubs 
have been one of the worst defensive teams 
for years, this news should be greeted with 
the popping of champagne bottles. What’s 
more, Epstein’s infamous manual on how 
to do things “The Cubs Way” seeks to sync 
the way fundamentals are taught at every 
level of the organization. An entire organi- 
zation on the same page? What is this, the 
Yankees? 

Whippersnappers who can play: For the 

first time in recent memory, the Cubs have 
several highly touted prospects. And when 
I say “highly touted,” I mean by someone 
other than the Cubs’ scouting department. 
First baseman Anthony Rizzo has been 
listed among the top 10 prospects in the 
nation, and Cubs minor-leaguers Brett Jack- 
son, Javier Baez and Trey McNutt also have 
received high marks from analysts. Given 
that Epstein assembled two World Series 
champs from home-grown stock, look for 
the Cubs farm system to become one of the 
best in baseball. 

No, it’s not going to happen overnight, 
but turn those frowns upside-down. Cubs 
fans. You’re going to have a winner on the 
North Side. And it’s only a few years away

PREVIEW: ROCKIT BURGER BAR 

Rockit: Here’s the beef

Billy Dec tweets. A lot. The CEO of Rockit 
Ranch has become nearly as well-known for 
his constant Twitter use as for the company’s 
Asian restaurant Sunda and two locations of 
Rockit Bar & Grill. But what he discovered 
on social media about one of his own busi- 
nesses ended up surprising him. 

A decade ago, Rockit Ranch opened Rock- 
it Bar & Grill in River North, and three years 
ago it opened a second location in Lakev- 
iew just steps from Wrigley Field (3700 N. 
Clark St. 773-645-4400). When Dec noticed 
customers were tweeting him photos almost 
exclusively of burgers at the bar’s Wrigley 
location, he asked his managers to pull sales 
records and found that burgers accounted for 


75 percent of orders. 

So he’s giving the people what they want 
and reconcepting the location into Rockit 
Burger Bar, due to launch in time for Cubs 
opening day April 5. 

The change isn’t far-fetched, considering 
Rockit hosts an annual Burger Fest event and 
the bar’s original brie-topped Kobe burger 
with truffle fries has earned local and na- 
tional praise. Rockit Burger Bar’s menu of 16 
burgers will feature old favorites, such as the 
original Rockit Burger and the Focavore with 
Midwestern-made cheese, bacon aioli and 
onion rings battered in Goose Island beer, as 
well as some brand-new creations and a long 
list of DIY toppings. Here’s a peek at three 
new burgers on the menu.

The Johnny Apple Burger 

This burger builds on the popular combination of apples 
and brie by matching slivers of gala apple with melted brie 
as well as applewood-smoked bacon and pecan aioli. It 
sounds a little reminiscent of Rockit’s popular cinnamon 
raisin grilled cheese sandwich with brie, apples and hazel- 
nut vinaigrette-only in burger form. 



The Hottie 

Fans of the pub grub favorite that 
is the jalapeno popper should save 
room for this spicy burger, which 
piles the breaded, cream cheese- 
stuffed peppers on top of a patty 
along with pepper jack cheese and 
ghost pepper aioli. “It has a kick to 
it, but not like one of those crazy 
kicks where they try to get you to 
sign a waiver,” Dec said. 



The Macdaddy 

First, Dimo’s Pizza (formerly Ian’s) put mac ‘n’ 
cheese on pizza. Then Cheesie’s slapped it on 
a grilled cheese sandwich. Now Rockit adds to 
Lakeview’s reputation for loving mac ‘n’ cheese on 
anything possible by piling cheesy mac, beef short 
ribs and caramelized onions on top of a Black 
Angus burger. Dec wasn’t so sure about this burg- 
er dreamed up by Rockit Ranch partner Arturo 
Gomez, but a few bites changed his mind. “It’s the 
ultimate comfort food, and if you can take that 
warm, cheesy sort of texture and taste that gives 
you that brings you back [to childhood and put it] 
inside a burger ... it’s unbelievable,” Dec said.

Frights follow *River* 
cast to hospital set

While filming ABC^s 
thriller “The River;^ 
the actors had to pre- 
tend to be frightened 
of ghosts and other 
supernatural entities 
lurking around them 
when nothing actu- 
ally was threatening 
them. 

'I'hat was not 
the case when they 
filmed at the former 
Waimano Training 
School and Hospital 
outside Pearl City 

on the island of Oahu. It's reportedly one of 
Hawaii's most haunted locations. 

“The place was haunted to the point that 
the security guard left screaming the first 
night we were there,” star Leslie Hope said. 
“Four people on our crew and cast broke 
bones in the three days that we were there, 
which is crazy” 

Among those injured was Thomas 
Kretschmann, who plays Capt. Kurt 
Brynildson. He split his shin bone after 
falling down a stair and claimed he felt 
something push him, Hope said. 

“He’s a pretty tough guy; he’s a macho guy, 
always carries a gun and stuff like that in the 
show and he always plays those parts,” she 
said. “He was Literally standing on a step and 
felt like somebody pushed him down. ... Stuff 
like was happening there. That was scary” 

Viewers get to see the hospital in “The 
Experiment,” which premieres at 8 p.m. 
Tuesday on ABC. In the episode, it serves 
as an abandoned research facility that the 
party searching for Dr. Emmet Cole is led to 


by a tantalizing set of clues. 

In reality the Waimano Ridge facility has 
served as a hospital for abandoned children 
and an insane asylum in the past. 

“Rumor has it that the guy who ran the 
place had been decapitated by the nurses 
there because he was so terrible to the staff 
and the children,” Hope said. 

According to the Historic I lawai'i hbun- 
dation, the Waimano site was established 
in 1919 and originally was known as the 
Waimano Home for the Feebleminded. “It 
was shuttered in 1999 following years of ru- 
mors about dingy conditions and question- 
able patient treatment,” the foundation’s 
website says. After years of neglect, the 
site says, the Department of Health began 
restoring buildings at Waimano Ridge and 
turning it into a modern medical commu- 
nity It currently houses state organizations 
and programs. 

But abandoned buildings remain, and 
over the years numerous ghost sightings and 
other creepy unexplained phenomena have 
been reported. Whether you believe the 
claims or not, Hope— a self-professed skep- 
tic of“hauntings” before filming began — 
said her mind has been changed. 

“I would say most assuredly yes,” she 
said. “After we were there for three months 
and the situation in that creepy abandoned 
hospital was one of the worst, where you’d 
step into these long corridors. ... Tbu step 
in and— I don't know quite how to describe 
it— it just felt like you were always trying to 
brush things off your body like there were 
things around you all the time.”
